MARKET IN BRITAIN - 
Me. DILLON (U.L, Donegal) said that the 


Minister had shown irritation when he inter- 
jected a comment on what had been said by 
resident de Valera about the British market. 
He thought that Mr. de Valera’s followers 
might read carefully what the Minister for 
Agriculture had to say about the British 
market, and that deputies in that House fol- 
lowing President de Valera would realise that 
they were being made fools and tools of by 
President de Valera when he went down to 
Ennis and said that the British market was 
gone, thanks be to God, with a view to creat- 
ing an impression on the virgin minds of his 
innocent dupes. The Minister would have all 
the help he could give him in any effort to 
establish a central marketing system which 
would enable Free State producers to com- 
ete with the English: producers on an equal 
ooting. It was only because of their failure 
to market butter efficiently and to maintain 
an all round supply that Irish butter was not 
making the prices of Danish butter. The 
Minister once and for all should make up' his 
mind that the British market now was, and 
ever would be; the best market for the dis- 
tribution of its agricultural surplus that the 
country ever had. 

He objected to the bill because it per- 
petuated the system of providing for the 
necessary subsidy by way of levy. Again the 
consumers of the country were being asked to 
ay such a price that would provide cheap 
fia in the foreign market. Agha 
possible should be done to help the agricul- 
tural industry in a time of depression, but 
surely if they had to sell their butter at 77s. 
a cwt. in a foreign market they should let 
their people at. home have the advantage of 
the decreased price. Why should a poor 
person in Dublin have to pay Is. &d. 
a ]b. for butter which a poor person 
in Manchester could get for 10d.?

GUARANTEED PRICE

Undoubtedly, that had created certain in- 
conveniences to the creameries, because very 
often a creamery turning out large quantities 
of butter had to pay the levy at the end of 
the month without having cleared its stock. 
The result was thatethe price of butter in 
the home market was lower than it should 
The consumer had not got the benefit, 
but the distributor had. 

It was proposed now to take the levy 
on butter as sent out for sale. In that way 
it would be easier for the creameries to 
finance their business. It was proposed to 
take the levy only on butter sold at home, 
and that was where the difference came in. 
No levies would be collected on butter ex- 
ported, as had been done for the last three 
~ears, so that every penny collected was from 
the home consumers. It was proposed to fix 
a minimum price on. home sales, 


PROVINCIAL GROCERS 


Under the existing system, in a dition to 
persons registered under the Act of 1934, 
the Department had power to serve notices 
on certain persons, including grocers in 
provincial towns, who. were buying con- 
siderable amounts of butter from farmers and 
No man in the butter trade 
was doing an illegal act until a notice was 
served on him. It was now proposed to 
change that, so that it would be illegal to. 
sell butter without registration. The farmers 
would benefit under the new system. Pre- 
viously farmers who sold ten or twelve 
pounds of butter each week to such retailers 
had no market for their summer surplus 
and had to sell it to exporters at 6d. or 7d. 
a lb. Under the bill all would have to pay 
levies, and those farmers, therefore, would 
get as high a bounty on exported non- 
creamery butter as would be paid on 
creamery butter. 

The producer who sells to a non-registered 
person must be registered himself; or if the 
person who buys the butter is registered him- 
self, he may buy from an unregistered pro- 
ducer, except in the case of small quantities. 
There would be two registers.. One a register 
of producers and the other a register of dis- 
tributors. The registered producers could 
bny butter from whom they liked and dis- 
pose of it any way they one The levy 
is obtained when the registered person 
handles the butter. Persons would only be 
registered until January ólst following the 
date of their registration, which would cost 
producers 5s. and distributors £1. Pcwer 


required by those who came under the Act. I 


to cancel registration was given to the 
Minister by the bill. . 

Mr. J. FINLAY (U.1., Letx-Offaly) asked 
what weight of butter unregistered persons 
could sell or buy. | 

Dr. RYAN replied that a farmer need not 
be registered if he was selling less than a 
certain amount of butter. This would be 
about three or five lbs. per week. The 
Minister had power to make the amount less 
than 5lbs. From April ist creamery butter 
would be levied as sold, but not exported, 
and also non-creamery butter, that would 
have come under the Act of 1932. The pro- 
ducers and distributors of other. butter would 
be required to pay the levy on the appointed 
day after the present bill became law. 
Until the new regulations are made the levy 
would be 39s. per cwt. Power was given 
under the bill to revoke thé levies. This 
power had not been contained in the 1932 
Act. 


KERRY CATTLE AREA 


Special provisions were made for the Kerry 
cattle area, because in that district there was 
a comparatively big amount of milk for the 
value of the land. It would be virtually 
impossible to get an. economic creamery 
system in that area, and for this reason he 
was driven to try and improve the lot of the 
farmers. lt would be impossible to bring some 
of the farmers within seven or u miles 
bf a creamery, and each of these had a 
small amount of milk te sell. 1 had 
facilities for making farmers: butter, and oile 
of the measures which woald help to improve | 
this would be to grade the butter. Hitherto 
it had all been the same price, and farmers 
had no incentive to make butter any better 
than that of their neighbours. Now difierent 
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Mr. G. BENNETI (U.I., Limerick) said 
that he objected to the Dill on the ground 
that the price guaranteed to the farmer was 
not a just one. The levies under the bill 
meant a great ‘leal to the small farmers, 
whose incomes were derived, not from the 
sale of butter, but from the sale of calves. 
Those men were dragged into the bill, but 
would not get any of the resulting advan- 
tages. The Minister was setting up a “new 
set of smugglers. There was bound to he 
smuggling of butter into the homes of. the 
consumers, and into shops and other places. 


the bill imposed a new hardship on the 
section of farmers least able to afford it. 
He strongly objected to the licensing and the 
levies. The Minister should introduce legis- 
lation; such as existed in the North, that 
would give farmers more than 4d. a gallon 
for milk delivered at creameries. : 
Mr. DOWDALL (F.F., Cork) said that 
the Northern Ireland Government had had 
to come to their dairy farmers’ rescue and 
subsidise them, because the prices obtainable 
in Britain were so poor, The British market 
was not the admirable institution that the 
Opposition wanted to make it out, though 
(said Mr. Dowdall) .““we are very pleased 
to have it; no matter what Fianna Fail 
deputies say.”’ 

If the farmers of County Limerick did a 
little’ more work and iess dairying they 
would be better off. With the price at 100s. 
a cwt., this country was paying a better 
price for butter than any other country in 
the world could pay its dairy farmers, 
although he admitted the cost of production 
was high here. 


A DICTATORSHIP 


Mr. BELTON (Ind., North Dublin) said 
that it was becoming the fixed policy of the 
Government to give added power to Ministers 
to do things by Orders. If they went on 
with this policy, then there would be no need 
for Parliament at all—there would be such 
powers vested in the. Ministers, and auto- 
matically in the President, that the President 
became an absolute dictator and the Ministers 
would have to dance to-his tunes, though 
probably they were accustomed to do that 
now. 

He went on to say that the consumption 
at home of creamery butter was increasing, 
whilst the consumption of farmers’ butter was 
decreasing. If this levy of fourpence were 
now put on farmers’ butter, the result. would 
be that the farmers would carry on as long 
as they could evade the law, and when they 
could no longer do that they would cease the 
production of farmers’ butter. 

He thought that the Minister had made a 
very bad case for the exemption from: the 
bill of the Kerry cattle area. Why should 
that area be exempted any more than any 
other area where there was no creamery. 
The real reason, said Mr. Belton, was not the 
milch cows, but the presence of thousands of 
five, six and seven years old Kerry cattle— 
with horns a yard long—which were running 
the mountains, no longer able to get into 
that market which their owners formerly 
found in the Midlands, where they were 
fattened for export. Not one of these cattle 
could bear the export duty of six pounds per 
head. It was. doubtful if they were worth 
that amount per head. The Minister should 
face that problem in its nakedness and not 
try to camouflage it. Let them not try to 
set up a Ulster in the South by 
making a new boundary.

MINISTER’S REPLY 


The MINISTER FOR AGRICULTURE, 
replying to the debate, said that the sales 
of creamery butter in the home market 
amounted to 26,000 cewt. per month, but he 
had no record of the ‘sales of farmers’ and 
factory butter. He had said in the House 
that some British merchants were willing “to 
take all the butter that could be produced 
here. There were British cattle buyers. who 
would take all the cattle they could get from 
this country, but the British Government 
would not let them. They could. only take 
what they were allowed by the British 
Governnient. If the British Government pat 
a restriction on butter; then British 
erchants would only take what the Govern- 
ment let them. When they compared. the 
price of butter with what it was some five or 
six years ago, they were justified in saying 
that the British market was gone. The price 
of Irish butter in Liverpool this week was 
76s. a cwt., which was better than it was 
last year. A few years ago, however, it was 
176s..a cwt. If they were to leave the price 
as it was. without any bounty or subsidy, or 
anything else, and supposing there were no 
economic war and they were td accept the 
British price without subsidy, the Irish 
farmers would get 2$d. per gallon for their 
milk. Inthe “Liverpool “market ™this week, 
Danish butter was at Q5s. to 96s., Mew. Zee- 
fand wbniter was 778 to 78s., Australian 
butter 73s to 74s., and Irish butter was 768. 
a cwt. They were 23s. 9d. behind Danish 
butter for the eight.years from 4923 to 1930, 
and 9s. 4d. behind New Zealand. This week 
they were 19s. behind Danish and 1s. behind 
New Zealand.. Therefore, he claimed they 
had improved: their position in relation to 
Danish butter. 

Mr. DILLON,(U.I., Donegal) —On the 23rd 
August, 1932, Irish butter was the same 
Danish butter in the British market.

elSewhere, with serious financial results. 

Mr. Condon added that the Board did not 
choose “either expedient, but adopted an 
estimate of £110,000 for home assistance to 
able-bodied persons, which was £92,576 less 
than for the previous year. 

The City Manager asked if he had been 
misinformed as to there being a surplus for 
1934-35.

That was in cperation until 1928, 
when it was decided to excend the period for 
which a bill could be held up by the Senate 
to eighteen months, with a further holding 
up period of sixty days. The present bill 
reduced the eighteen months’ period to three 
months. 

Dail Eireann had, by. resolution, again 
sent the bill to the Senate for its considera- 
tion, and he accordingly moved the second 
reading. Assuming that the Senate persisted 
in rejecting the bill, the bill would, neverthe- 
less, be deemed to have passed both Houses 
after June 10th, 1935—i.e., sixty days after 
the passing of the motion in the Dail re-send- 
ing the bill,to the Senate.

eventual, passage—it will be remembered 
as one of the most fiercely contested 
measures in British Parliamentary 
history. The isgues, of course, are great ; 
it is 


for clear, in spite of many 
denials, that it means nothing more 
or less than the maintenance -.or 
decline of British rule in India. 


Concerning India’s right to a greater 
measure Of self-government than she pos- 
sesscs at present there can be no two 
minds ; self-government has been promised 
to her by a succession of British. Ministers, 
and their bond must be observed. It is 
the greater pity then that the present 
Government, when once it made up its 
mind to redeem the promise, should have 
made such a sorry mess of the whole situa- 
tion. Some years ago Sir John Simon led 
a commission to India for the study of 
the problem, .and came back «with a 
number of eminently sensible recom- 
mendations. The general purport of 
them was that India should be led 
gradually along the path to self- 
government—that the privileges . and 
powers of the natives should be increased 
by slow stages, until a time should 
arrive when their ability to govern would 
be developed sufficiently for Dominion 
status. For some obscure reason Mr. 
Ramsay Macdonald and 113 colleagues 
disregarded this wise scheme. In_ its 
place they have substituted a federal 
system which gives the Indians, at 
one swoop, virtually complete control 
of. their own destinies. Certain 
powers are reserved, indeed, to the 
Governor-General and to the provincial 
Governors—who will. .continue to be 
British—but the net result is to eradidate 
British authority in the various Legisla- 
tures and in ‘the Civil Service, and to 
replace it by native authority. On its 
face, the India Bill does no harm to 
British rule in the Dependency ; in fact, 
what Briton can hope to obtain a liveli- 
hood there any longer? 

Mr. Macdonald’s Government, having 
gone so far with the bill, hardly can draw 
back now ; for the fury of the Indian mal-

| rational, civilised lines. There is an oppor- 
tunity now to redeem the reproach. What- 
ever difficulties forbid immediate revision 
of boundaries, a Minister of decision could 
compel co-operation between city and 
county in a morning’s conference. A stroke 
of the pen would indemnify each party 
against future claims, if the Ministry were 
resolved to give to ‘Greater Dublin the 
decent amenities which every small town in 
other lands enjoys. Let the sewers be 
continued for a mile beyond the present 
limits of the mains ; Jet the Minister under- 
take this project as a scheme ‘‘ of a novel 
kind.” Then such villages as Artane and 
Coolock, situated on one of the main roads 
and no farther from the city’s heart than 
many a thickly-populated civic area, wil] 
be raised to a civilised level of sanitation at 
last. At the same time an immense benefit 
will be conferred on the neighbouring zone. 
Overcrowding will be relieved. When there 
is decent sanitation a mile farther out from 
the city’s centre, new houses need not be 
built in a huddled mass over the sewers 
that exist at present.

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Relics of Galway 


Are there any public- spirited millionaires 
who are. interested in the City of Galway? 
If so, one of them will have a chance 
shortly to prove his civic piety. According 
to Mr. A. C. 2. Carter, in the Daily Fele- 
graph, Galway’s sword and mace are about 
to come under the auctioneer’s hammer at 
Sotheby’s. They have had: an interesting 
history. The Civic Sword is double- 
handed, and the sheath is mounted with 
silver. plates bearing the names of all 
Galway’s Mayors from 1660 until 1841. 
The Great Mace, which weighs some 230 
ounces, was presented to the City of 
Galway by Edward Eyre, who was its 
Mayor in 1712, having been designed three 
years earlier by a Dublin man named John 
Clifton. It is a magnificent piece of work, 
with its head in the form of the 
Royal Crown of four arches, carrying the 
orb and cross with Queen Anne’s coat of 
arms. underneath, In the panels of the 
body are found the crowned emblems of the 
rose, thistle, harp and fleur-~de-lys, while 
on the shaft are the arms of Galway. 
When the old Galway Corporation was dis- 
solved in 1841, Edmond Blake, a member 
of one of the Twelve Tribes, had heen 
Mayor for ten years ; but, although he was 
entitled to an annual salary of £800, he 
never had been paid a penny of it. In 
full settlements of all his claims against the 
Corporation, however, Mr.. Blake agreed to 
accept the Civic Sword and Great Mace, 
which thereupon passed into his keeping. 
In 1908 he died at the age of 92, bequeath-

Civic Sword and Great Mace were offered 
to the National Museum, which refused to 
purchase them ; so now they are being put 
up for sale in London. It seems to be a 
great pity that such historic objects should 
be allowed to leave Ireland, and to fall 
into the hands of any. parrenu who cares 
to pay the price for them: ~ We should 
have thought that the Free State Govern- 
ment would make some effort to save them 
from such a fate; but: ‘apparently now, 
unless some.

A sudden attack of sore throat yester- 
day gave rise to fear that Hitler would 
have to cut his speeches short. At times 
his voice nearly broke. 

Wintry conditions, with slushy. streets 
after a heavy snowfall, made the May Day 
celebration a trial of endurance fot, the 
participants. From an early hour endless 
hordes of city workers stood hardily in 
their ranks awaiting the order to move off 
towards the Tempelhof Field. 

Lined up before the platform they were 
alternately drenched and dried by snow- 
storms and sunshine. 

Few brown-shirted Storm Troopers were 
visible. Some 5,000 were called out to 
assist the entire Berlin police force in their 
task of directing the processions, but the 
demonstrators for the most part. wore 
either civilian dress or the blue tunics and 
peaked caps of the Labour Front. 


CHILDREN’S HOUR 


Earlier Hitler had addressed an immense 
cathering of children of the Hitler Youth, 
who, from the hour of 6 a.m., began to con. 
verge in front of the former Imperial 
They shivered in the bitter cold, 
but laughed and cheered as they waited 
for their leaders to arrive. 

‘Every German boy and gir],’’ Hitler 


told the gathering, “ must be convinced of

a HE Free State Senate yesterday had 
a further discussion on the un- 
leasant topic of its own extinction. The 
ebate arose on the Constitution (Amend- 

ment No. 19) Bill, 1933, which the Dail 

sent up recently with a request for its 
immediate passage into law. 

Curiously enough the Government sup- 
porters showed remarkably little interest 
in yesterday’s procedure—only 20 of them 
turned up to vote for the proposal, while 
21 voted against it. 

This does not mean that the proposal to 
‘pass the bill was rejected. nder the: 
revised Constitution all that it means is 
that the passing is delayed for a period 
of sixty’ days, after which it can be 
deemed to have been passed, and may then 
be sent to the Governor-General for the 
Royal assent, | 

This amending bill, which already has 
served a probation period of eighteen 
months—having been rejected. by the 
Senate when it originally came up from 
the Dail—proposes to reduce the Senate’s 
power to-delay legislation from eighteen 
months to three months. As was pointed 
out by several Opposition Senators yester- 
day, the bill seems to be quite unneces- 
sary, since the bill for the complete 
abolition of the Senate now is on its way 
to the Statute Book, It will, in fact, have 
served its period of suspension on 24th 
November next, and may within sixty 
days after that date be sent again to the 
Senate for final approval.

TOWARDS A MEAT

In an editorial article to-day The Times 
observes :—The presence in London of so 
many Dominion Ministers provides the 
obvious opportunity for speeding up the 
long-term policy for meat which has 
already been under discussion between the 
representatives of this country and of 
Australia for the past five weeks.

But there is no reason. to 
despair on that account or to attribute 
unreasonableness to either side. It was 
always foreseen that the . negotiations 
would be long and difficult, and that is 
why the British Gévernment, when once 
their hands were freed in respect of beef 
imports by the expiration of the relevant 
section of the Ottawa agreements, granted, 
and have since renewed, a subsidy to the 
British cattie industry as a means of 
avoiding unilateral-action. 

In detail, as in principle, the various 
ideas that are current may prove to be 
less conflicting than they appear at first 
sight. The British Government have twice 
pointed out that the principles already 
defined can be obtained either by a system 
of quantitative restriction or by a pre- 
ferential levy system, or by a combination | 
of both. All these courses are naturally 
unwelcome, but they must receive im- 
partial scrutiny if the over-riding con- 
siderations of a stable market and of the 
claims of the British live-stock industry 
are borne in mind. The conclusion from 
past experience and from all the known 
facts is that some combination between a 
levy system and restriction is inevitable, 
and the real question outstanding is what 
— the levy and tho restriction should 
take. | 

No doubt, the filling in of definite figures 
offers plenty of ground for argument, con- 
clades The Times; but it is clear that, 
given the good-will which undoubtedly 
exists and the readiness of both sides to 
fill in frankly the figures which seem tair 
to them, there need be no failure to reach 
agreement.

DAIL VOTE OF 
£175,000 MOVED 


ARCHAEOLOGICAL 
EXCAVATIONS 


— 


HE MINISTER. FOR FINANCE 
“i moved, in the Dail yesterday, that a 
sum not excéeding $175,000 be granted 

to complete the gum nécessary for 1935-36, 
for contributions towards‘ the relief: of un- 
enployment and distress.” 

The PARLIAMENTARY SECRETARY 
said that the total amount concerned was 
£350,000. ~ Of this, £100,000 was’a ré-vote 
from 1935-34,:and the other £250,000 was for 
a new grant this year. . The new vote was 
part of the machinery constructed out of the 
first big relief vote of 1932-33, in -which 
£150,000 was put aside for the purpose of 
financing relief works from one year tbo 
another—schemes such as jdocal government 
and public health schemes,‘in which a con- 
siderable amount of detailed work in the 
way of preparation of plans had to be done 
in the year previous to that in which the 
actual work was carried out. That had been 
carried on each year since. The £150,000 
had been reduced to £100,000, and it was 
not proposed to:reduce it below that fgure. 
Last year the total amount was £500,000, but 
. that included the supplementary vote of 
£150,000. 

“* Broadly speaking,” said Mr. FLINN, 
“the money will be allocated on the same 
system as in previous years. The only new 
item in the list of works, compared with 
last year, is archwological excavation, The 
total amount spent on that was not very 
great—scmewhere about £1,750, but ex- 


tremely valuable work was done. Nothing 
spectacular was achieved, but a definite ad- 
vance in real, scientific knowledge was made 
in praetically every one of the works. Links 
stretching back into pre-history were made, 


and in two or three cases very strongly held 
archeological beliefs were changed. 

‘The belief that because over a period of 
Years archeological remains in Ireland had 
been violently .and brutally rifled, the value 
of archeological research in Ireland had been 
destroyed, was completely dispelled. Evi- 
dently the people hes raided for gold were 
not sufficiently concerned to destroy the 
really important things. 


OTHER SCHEMES 


About £65;000 had been spent on peat 
development, and it was hoped to expend 
about the same‘ amount this year. The} 
schemes were simply and solely to make peat 
more economical and easily available for 
commercial fuel in this country. Certain 


difficulties that had been met had now (Mr, 
Flinn believed) been definitely got over. 
About £14,000 had been made available 
for the provision of seed oats, potatoes and 
manure, in poor districts, while £12,000 had 
been provided through the Department of 
Agriculture to aid tenants of uneconomic 
holdings 


in congested districts to improve 
their lands. From £1 to £5 each had been | 
given, and had been spent under the super- 
vision of the Department of Agriculture. 

“This is one of the most promising direc- 
tions in which tke money is being spent,”’ 
said Mr. Flinn. 

Referring again to the archeological in- 
vestigations, Mr. Flinn offered thanks to the 
Department of Defence for providing aerial 
A remarkable amount of additional 


surveys. 

archwological information had been got 
in this way. In Limerick they 
had actually discovered: . aerially a 
prehistoric burial ground of which no one 


had any previous knowledge, and which was 
now yielding valuable results. 
Progress was reported. 


DRAINAGE OF THE ROBE 

The debate on the vote of Public Works 
and Buildings was resumed, and Mr. Hugo 
Flinn concluded his speech on the points that 
had been raised before the Easter adjourn- 
ment. He said that the general belief was 
that the Board of Works passed work costing 
£10,000 which other people could carry out 
for £400 or £500. That was not true. 

In regard to the drainage of rivers, he said 
that while main schemes were absolutely 
essential to any up-river scheme, in most 
cases they were 100 per cent. uneconomic. 


Such schemes required the use of machinery, 
and the actual proportion of labour content 
was low. They practically were of no use 


as relief schémes, 

A detailed. report “on the River Robe 
scheme was being considered, and he hoped 
that the work would start this year.
